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1. A meeting of the "Jeunesse Populaire de Belgique" to commemorate the 
third anniversary of the World Federation of Democratic Youth was held 
at the Maison des Brasseurs, 33 Chaussee de Louvain, 5t.-Josse-ten-Noode, 
Bruasels on 10 November 1948. Speakers at the meeting, which was attended 
by about 300 young people between 15 and 25 years of age, were Salomon 
Rubinatein, Regional President of the JPB, Remy Gillis, Secretary-General 
of the JPB, and "Kutty"™ Hookham, British Secretary of the "FDY, A large 
panel representing the insignia of the WFDY decorated the back of the stage. 
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2. Delegates of the Yugoslav Youth, Bulgarian Youth, Young Christian ‘orkers, 
Communist Students at the University of Brussels, and Young Jews Sports 
Circle attended the meeting.
